The meeaage of tl|e President of Sa­ 
turday, having been road« so much as 
relates totheermy waa refer 1 ad to the 
military committee j and ao much aa 


those testimoniala of approbation and 
appleuae, which are, at ooceiJbe reward, 
and the incentive, to groat ectiona. 


The reduction of the public expeOdi- 
turea to tbe demands of e peece esta­ 
blishment will, doubtloss, engsge the 
immediate attentfon of Congroae. There 
are, however, important considerations 
which forbid e’sudaen and general revo­ 
cation of the meaaurea that have been 
produced by the war. Experience has 
uught us, that neither the pacific dispo- 
position of the American people, nor 
the pacific character of their political in­ 
stitution«, can altogether exempt them 
from that atrife which appears, beyond 
the ordinary lot of nations, to be incident 
to the actual period of the world; and 
the same faithful monitor demonstrates 
that a certain degree of preperation for 
War, is not only indispensable to avert 
disaster in the onset, butafforde also 
the best security for tbe continuance of 
peace. The wisdom of Congrese will, 
therefore, 1 am confident, provide for 
tile maintenance of an adeoiiate regular 
fbrce; for tbe gradual advance of tfte 
naval establishment; for improving all 
the means of harbor defence j for addiog 
discipline to the distinguished bravery 
of tbe militia, and far cultivating the 
tailitary art, in its essential branches, 
under the liberal petronage of govern- 
■sent. 


Tbe resources of our country were 
at all times, competent I p the attain­ 
ment of every nationsl object t hot they 
will now be enriched and invigorated by 
tho activity which peace will introduce 
into all the acenos of domestic enter­ 
prise and labour; 
The provision that 
haa been asade for the public creditors, 
during the preseot session of Congress, 
must have a decisive effect in tbe estab­ 
lishment of tbe public credit, both at 
home and abroad. 
Tbe reviving inter- 
esta e|fism»erce will claim the legis- 
lative ’lKtention at tho earliest opportu­ 
nity 1 and auch regulations will, 1 trust, 
bo seasonably devised aa shall secure to 
ibe United States their just proportion 
bf the neylgation of the world. Tbe 
most libersl policy towards other na­ 
tions, if met by corresponding disposi- 
tiona, wiil, in this respect, be fouud the 
moet beneficial policy towards our- 
selves. Bnt there is no subject that 
can enter with greater force and merit 
into the deliberation of Congress, than 
a consideration of the means to pre- 
serve and promote the manufsctures 
which have eprung into exietence, 
and attained an unparralleled matuihy 
throughout the . United Statea during 
tho period of the European wara. This 
source of national independence and 
wealth, 1 anxiously recommend to the 
prompt and constant guardiaaaltip of 
Congrea*
